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DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 

IjO.VDoy, April 5. — In tho coiumons 
to iiiglit T. P. O'Connor, homo ruler, 
L-i\llc'd attention to increasod evictions 
in Irohind and appealed to tho govern ■ 
ment to take steps to restrict thetn. The 
chief secretary for Ireland said that 
ihoHe wlio had advised tho puo[jIo to 
pay no' rent were partly respon.sible for 
eviLtions, and hoped tho land bill would 
bring about abetter state of things. 

The Standard in a special edition 
says : At 4 :30 this uiorning wo were 
informed that Lord BeaconsBcld had 
passed a. bad night and that the iuitned- 
lute attendancQ of Dr- Quain is found 
ii('ci\ssary. 

DfiiLiN, April G. — On or before the 
Till inst. every person in tho followinj; 
[p|iu:o8 shall lodge at tho nearest police 
stacion all arms and ammunition they 
possess for the purpose of obtainlp.g 
licenses : Several baronies in County 
Uoneghal, Counties Gal\vay,Kerry, Lei- 
iriin, Limerick, Longford, Mayo, Ros- 
I'oiiitiioii, Monaglian, Sligo and West- 
iiji.'uth ; parts of Kilkenny and Ciueens 
i-ouiities ; cities of Limerick and Cork, 
10 wn of Gal way and seven baronies in 
'Cipperary. Several counties are also 
proclaimed with regard to tho sale of 
tiniia. 

While a dozen i)olicemen were escort- 
ing a process server at Bollinamores, 
(Jcninty Leitrira, they wero attacked 
l(y 20 women with stones and sticks. 
A girl, about 20, was fatally shot and 
another wounded. Several of tho police 
wi've seriously injured. 

CossTANTiNOPLK, April 0. — The lat- 
est accounts from Chio estimate the 
number of victims at 50,000.' All for- 
eign men-of-war at Smyrna have start- 
ed for Chio. Gen. Longstreet, U. S. 
minister, has ordered the cqrvette Gal- 
ena to proceed thither with succor for 
the suBereru. Thirty villages were de- 
stroyed and 40,000 people are desti- 
tute. Castro, the chief town of C'hio, 
is almost in ruins. Four Ininilrnd 
corpses have already been found. The 
porto is taking measures to alleviate 
the sufferings of the destitute inhabi 
tants. 

Paf.13, April 6. — Tho cabinet in 
council has decided to order I'rench 
troops to cross tiie Tunisian frontier. 

Greece has instructed an agent here 
to engage 20 skilled surgeons for am- 
bulance service. 

Syria, April G. — Continued shocks 
of earthquake at Chio are destroying 
houses injured by the first shock. It 
is said to be utterly impos.sible to enter 
the town. 

CoLouNii, April 7.— The Qitzelte my a : 
The Russian Grand Duke Nicholas 
Constantinovitch, notorious in connec- 
tion with a theft of diamonds, was ar- 
rested Tuesday night in the village of 
Sublienva in a castle belonging to his 
father, Grand Duko Constantine,broth- 
er of tho late czai', near St. Petoi-sburg, 
on suspicion of being concerned in po- 
litical intrigues in favor of his father. 
It is not known if the latter was privy 
to the intrigues. 

Rome, April 7. — In the chamber of 
deputies today Pretnier Curioli said 
ihf«t he had asked the British gov- 
ernment whether tho allegations are 
tru» that it had given its consent to 
French occupation of Tunis, and he had 
in reply received positive assurance that 
such consent was not given. Premier 
Cairoli also communicated a declaration 
made to him by the French ambassa- 
dor, relative to Tunis, that France only 
sought to defend her own frontier, and 
added : "We must take note of this 
declaration and let France know the 
value we attach to it. We consider it 
a formal promise not to violate the sta- 
tus quo which has been accepted by Eu- 
rope." Italy and England are perfect- 
ly agreed in their views on the Tunisian 
question. Signor Damiani said that 
Cairoli's statement was unsatisfactory. 
He reproached the premier with not 
seeing what was patent to everybody, 
and submitted a resolution of censure. 

Rome, April 7. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day Signor Canardelli 
moved a vote of confidence in the cabi- 
net which was rejected, 192 to 171. 
Oarioli moved an adjournment of tho 
house to enable the ministry to recinvc 
commands from the king. Themajoi ity 
against tho government consisted of 
tho right and factions of tho left and 
center. 

; London, April 7. — A telegram to 
the foreign ofBce states that the authori- 
ties of Chio ask for 4000 tents. Only 
50 houses are standing. On all sides 
cries of distress are heard from the 
ruins, but nobody dares npjjroach to 
render assistance. The controller of 
Chio and his family are still Under the 
ruins crying for succor.

Many 
dead and wounded are still under the 
ruins.

Tiiere aro far more victim.s 
of damage in thu villages than here, 
and supplies arrive daily but insufficient 
to cope with the desolation. 

Lo.vDON, April 7. — Tho A^ews is in- 
formed that the statements purporting 
to give an account of the land bill aro 
incorrect in several important particu- 
Irs. They strongly resemble tho vari- 
ous drafts considered by the cabinet, 
and strict inquiries have boon made 
with regard to the persou guilty of 
breach of confidence, by which such 
documents havo been made public. 

London', April 7. — BeacousfiuKl had 
a very serious attack of spasms during 
tho night owing to a chill, but rallied 
towards morning. Physicians stale, 
however, that he is vary seriously ill, 
and they aro in constant attendance. 

LoxDox, April 7. — Victor Hugo, hav- 
ing requested Admiral Maxso to give 
his written views on the present situa- 
tion in Ireland and tho cause of distress 
for use a.") tht; basis of a inanifosto pro- 
mised Parnoll, tho admiral has complied 
with tho poet's request and now prints 
bis statement in the form of a brief 
pamphlet. The admiral recognizes and 
supports tho hon(!St and sagacious oflbrts 
of Glad.stono'.s cabinet to deal with Irish 
land grievances. Ho coiuleiuns the 
coudiict of Parnoll and colleagues and 
declares that they know perfectly well 
that if tho present cabinet resigned, tho 
only alternative would bo a reactionary 
conservative cabinet, whose watchword 
h^.s nlvvnvs bppii ProtostMnt doniiiifi' ion 
of Ireland by means of landlords and 
tory chuii:IiL'.s. He considers that agra- 
rian reform is not so much the object 
of the Parnell party as se|iaration of 
Ireland from. English domination, a 
policy which would lead to a sanguinary 
civil war. Although England will not 
consent to dismemberment, he bcliaves 
that if good land laws and self-govern- 
ment are conceded to Ireland the foun- 
dation will be laid for a friendly union 
between the two countrie.s. In conclu- 
sion he urges Victor Hugo to preserve 
generous silence at a time when Eng- 
land is striving to solve a great diflicul- 
ty and mend some of the wrongs coui- 
iiiitted Ijy generations now asleep. 

London", April 7. — Authorities of 
tho custom house received warning from 
Liverpool that an attempt to blow up 
that building will be made shortly. 
Extraordinary precautions havo been 
taken. 

London, April 8. — In tho common, 
Lord Elcho gave notice that he would 
oppose tho land bill by an ainfndiuont, 
that while tlie house was willing to con- 
sider any measure based upon sound 
princii)les, the present bill is economi- 
cally unsound, unjust and impolitic. 

Beach, conservative, gave notice of a 
motion strongly condemning the gov- 
ernment's course in reference to the 
Transvaal. 

Gladstone expressed with deepest con- 
cern the resignation of the duke of Ar- 
gyle, lord privy seal, and gave a reason 
therefore, namely, his objection to a 
portion of the land bill. Ho said fur- 
ther, he could not defer debates on the 
second reading of the land bill beyond 
April 25. 

The house of commons has adjourned 
until tho 25th. The lords until the 5th 
of May. 

The Irish members met directly after 
Gladstone's speech. The general oijin- 
ion was that if the bill passed there 
would bo littlo cause left for complaint 
on the part of Ireland. 

In the house of commons the Duko 
of Argyle, lord privy seal, expressed 
deep sorrow at leaving the cabinet. He 
did so because! ui the land bill alone. 
Although not opposed to extension of 
ownership of land by other cla.sses, " I 
think," he said, "that the government 
scheme will tend to paralyze owner- 
ship of land by placing it under limita- 
tions unknown in civilized countries. 
Under this scheme neither landlords 
nor tenants will be owners, but owner- 
ship will be in a commission of abey- 
ance. This would work injuriously to 
the agricultural interests of any coun- 
try, especially Ireland, I felt that 1 
could not as an honest man be respon- 
sible in recommending the scheme as a 
whole to parliament. I regret to have 
separated from my friends, cspeciaUy 
from Mr. Gladstone, with whom I 
have had connections of ever increasing 
respect during 29 years. 

A report is current that Lord Carl- 
ingford will succeed the Duke of Argyle. 

Millman Barry writes distinctly de- 
claring that towards the latter end of 
1879 Sir Charles Dilke gave him mon- 
ey as his subscription to the Freiheit 
and that the subscription was duly re- 
corded in the columns of that journal. 

London, April 8. — Count Hamilton, 
chancellor of the university at Upsal, 
Sweden, has been arrested on a charge 
of forgery to the amount of .£10,000. 
The names counterfeited include^ those 
of the king and queen. 

St. PKTEUSDuna, April 8. — It is re- 
ported that the czar has received from 
the nihilist committee a printed pro- 
clamation dated March 22nd oflering 
to lay down arms in return among 
ether thing.s for amnesty for revolu- 
tionists. On the other hand the en- 
gineers' committee continue to search 
tor mines in tho vicinity of the palace 
and another is spoken of as having 
been disep\\ered leading intof?/tlie! en- 
trance to the Winter Palace. - •

— It is stated that 
there are only between 700 and 800 
men employed on section B of the Can- 
adian Paoitic railway and ih.at many of 
tln:sG will leave shortly, being dissatis- 
fied with their treatment. 

Montreal, April 7. — A number of 
tho Trappist order, expelled from An- 
glers, France, now on their voyage 
here, havo been assigned 700 acres of 
land at tho Indian si'tilcment of Oka, 
where they will follov/ farming and 
open an agricultural college. 

Quebec, April 7. — A severe shock 
of earthquake was felt here at mid- 
night. 

Specials say that Prof. Hind has 
written another vigorous fusilade 
against tho Halifax fishery frauds, it 
being directed against Mr. Whicher, 
one of the chief culjirits in the matter. 

Toronto, April S. — -By a collision on 
tiui Northern railway this morning, 
betwonn Barrie ami Aliinihile, David 
Thornton, a railv.'ay ein|)ioy6, was kill- 
ed and several others badly injured. 
An engine and three cars were destroy- 
ed. 

Ottawa, Ont., April 8. — The Cana- 
da Pacific .syndicate will commence 
work at an eai ly date. They have i 
already purchased 500,000 feet of luin- 
ijer at r*l inneapolis, and will shortly 
engage lOUO spaa of horsoa and drivers 
to proceed northwest. 

EASTERN STATES. 

Philadelphia, April 7, — Chief En- 
gineer A. V. Bane, TJ. S. navy, receiv- 
ed orders on Tuesday to accompany tho 
Jeannette search expedition to the 
Arctic. His home is in Pliiladelpliia. 
He informed tho jiresj reporter that 
the Mary and Helen will jtrobably sail 
from San Francisco about June Ist. 

CniCAOo, April G. — The democrats 
elect tho mayor by 8000 majority and 
all the city and county otlicers. In St. 
Louis the republicans elect tho mayor 
by 13,000. At Cincinnati the mayor 
is deiuocratic. In Wisconsin the de- 
mocrats make a gain. At Omaha and 
Little Rock the democrats elect muni- 
cip.al ofRcers. 

CniCAOo, April 8. — The street car 
.strike was coinpromiseil suddenly at 
about 3 this afternoon, through abso- 
lute! and unconditional surrender by 
the company, which decided to grant 
every demand of the men. The cars 
started from the barns at about 4.30, 
and as they began to reappear along 
the streets their conductors and drivers 
were greeted with hearty cheers, hand 
clapping and waving of handkerchiefs 
from sidewalks and svin(low.s. All lines 
are running as usual to-night. 

New York, April 8. — A Gutten- 
berg Bible, printed in 1450, the first 
book printed with movable type — 
brought at public auction to-night 
$8,000. 

Washington, April 7. — A treasury 
ofTicial remarked to day that there was 
now massed in the vault of the depart- 
ment a larger amount of gold than was 
ever known to be in one place in the 
history of modern times at least, and 
probably more than could bo authenti- 
cated as existing in a single treasury at 
any time before in the world. There 
is now about 8173,000,000 of gold 
coin and bullion, exclusive of some 
§50,000,000 in .silver, while the Bank 
of England has only about $75,000,000 
in gold. What is more singular, it 
stays in the vaults no matter what de- 
mand for it. As fast as it is paid out, 
it returns, shov.'inc; that as long as con 
fidenco is maintained it is not a favora- 
ble currency. 

1 SuNBURY, Pa., April 7. — While 
Mrs. HoveM aud family were at iyix- 



nor to-day a daughter 17 and a son 14 
quarrelled. Tho boy left tho table 
and returning with a shotgun, 
fatally shot his sister. Tho boy gives 
as a reason for the crime: "They would 
not give me enough to eat." 

New York, April 7. — Tho proprie- 
tor of a laundry at Bellevue where over 
200 Chinamen were till recently em- 
ployed is now supplied nlmcst 
exclusively with v.'hite labor. Casebolt, 
tho manager, became satisfied, ho says, 
that white labor was cheaper in the 
long run, and began several months 
ago to make a change; but a largo num- 
ber of Cliinamen still remained in his 
service. A fow days ago one of them, 
who was grossly otlensivo in demeanor 
towards Casebolt, was discharged. 
Thinking that tho foreman had been 
instrumental in securing discharge of 
the workmen, the Chinese demanded 
that he bo discharged. Casebolt re- 
fused and the Chinamen threatened to 
kill him. They quit work and spent 
their time in [)laying card.s. A day or 
two after they armed themselves with 
dirk knivcs, gathered on the laundry 
premises and yelled like Comanche In- 
dians. Mr, Casebolt went boldly into 
tho crowd and declared that ho would 
punish any one of them that raised a 
hand citlier against himself or his fore- 
man. When .1 constable, who had bi!on 
sent for, arrived Casebolt put Yank 
Jock, one of thp ring-leaders, in irons, 
and the rest of them retreated. Case- 
bolt discharged all of them and they 
marched in single file to tho depot. On 
Monday 20 of them returned and pro- 
niisinfj to nbi'v rules worn taken li.tr-k 
(o work; but Casebolt says that ho will 
discharge them as soon as he can re- 
place them with white men and women.

UONSTANTINOPLE, April 0. — Hobart 
Pasha has been ordered to [irepare de- 
fenses in the Dardanelles ag tinst vessels 
creeping in at night. 1 

Cilio, April 9, — A medical commis- 
sion is now sitting to consider the ex- 
pediency of covering the rubbish in the 
fortress with earth, as there is no hope 
of saving any lives. Disinterment of 
the dead might produce an epidemic. 
It is now believed that throughout tho 
island, which contain2d 70,000 inhabi- 
tants, .sixorseven thousand were killed 
and 25 per c(;nt. of the survivors 
wounded. The J*'r,;ncli, British, United 
Scates iind Austrian gun vessels in the 
harbor are doing all in their pow(>r to 
assist the authorities in the work of 
relief. Only lO'inhabitants of Cbesena 
were killed,^ but many houses were de- 
stroyed and 30,000 people are without 
shelter.

An article wliicli purports to t-ontain 
the gist of the new Land Dill iiiuiIg its 
appearance in tie London press on the 
6th inst. It W113 siiitl to liuvo been 
surreptitiously- obtained, and to bo not 
altogelhet cDirectj' but it is admitted 
in theTnTaiiTto' bfatltlidhtic. It is said 
the bill will provfdeHlndeVfcTio head, "sale 
of tenure," that landlords may proliibit 
the sale of ' tenancies whore reasonable 
grounds exist. 'The question of what 
are reasonable grounds may be referred 
to a land court. Wliere laiullord.s pro- 
pose^to raise tjijj.rpht' of a purchaser 
tenant Cne latter^ ri'iily resell and sliall 
be entitled to demand from tlie land- 
lord capitalization equal to ten times 
the annual increase deraandet'. Sale of 
tenancy bars a claim to conipensation 
for rdistu,rbancei or, improvements and 
receipts.-^ -Sucti''c^tt|jen8ation bars the 
right tO'sala^'"' Where the' tenant di- 
vides interest to his' children or others, 
only one of the devisees shall occupy 
the tenantry, the object being to pre- 
vent sub-division contrary to tiio wi.sh- 
es of landlords. When a tenant ac- 
cepts, increased ..^eust. proposed by a 
landlord, such tenant may not be dis- 
turbed^ fbr 15 years, during which 
period-, .there shall bo no evic- 
tion or compulsory inereuse in rent ex- 
cept as the consequence of a breach of 
certain statutory conditions; but if llie 
tenant, declines tlie praposed iuereuhe 
and quits, ho, shall, if he sell Jiis hokl- 
ingSj be ^.Ojtiticled ' to "rcoeivej from - the 
landlord ten times the amount of the 
demanded increase. Statutory condi- 
tions .which bind the tenant as above 
for punctual payment of rent, guaran- 
tee, against waste, submission to ordi- 
nary rights of inspection, etc. and prohi- 
bition, to sub-let or divide without 
written permission from the landlord, 
and limitation in the land act of 1870 
of compensation for disturbanco to 250 
pounds', '-wrii'-i)o ropla&jd Isy a aliuing 
scale. Whei'u rent is under thirty 
pounds compensation will be seveo 
years rent. Where rent is under fifty 
pounds, not exceeding five years' rent, 
and when rent is one hundred ])Ounds, 
not exceeding three years' rent. The 
act of 1870 will be further amended to 
fully protect tenants' rights for com- 
pensation for improvement. Wliere a 
tenant surrenders to the next tenant, 
as the landlprds wiijb, or takes a different 
holding,!'' tbeo 'Act of 1S70, relating to 
compensation ^odtiiproVctnents or evic- 
tion by title paramount, is aflirmed. 
What is faii: rent' may be decided by 
the court on application from the land- 
lord and tenant from time to time dur- 
ing the continuance of tenancy, but 
the court's decision has no retrospective 
action. When the court has fixed the 
rent, there is to bo no disturbance for 
15 years. The period of 15 years' se 
curity for tenant occurs frequently in 
the bill and is constituted the statutory 
term which must expire before a new 
term can begin or new proceedings be 
had. The court of the country i.s in- 
vested with' equitable jurisdiction to 
meet cases where landlord and tenant net 
unreasonably toward one another. It 
may punish the tenant by orderinc; liim 
to pay costa for refusing to accept terms 
the court- thinks reasonable. It may 
enable tha .landlord to resume his hold- 
ing byi ordeting the tenant to agree for 
a longer term than fifteen years. The 
court will endorse ■ the agreement and 
protect it as if it were'for the statutory 
term. Kent rates shall bo subject to 
revision by the court at intervals of not 
less than 15 years; tenants shall not bo 
evicted' except upon breach of statu- 
tory conditions.'' The owner of an en- 
tailed esttfte may exercise rights as 
thoughihg" wey6 absolute owner except 
that he nnay not give tixed terms with- 
out the sanction of the court. Ai)peals 
will be from the civil bill court to a.s- 
size, and the. special cases to the su- 
preme court in Dublin. Parties may 
arbitrate on agreement. The machin- 
ery of land courts will chiefly 
bo in the hands of a land 
commission. Asecond bill amendatory 
of the Act of 1870 relates to purchasing 
powers under the Bright clauses. Th(3 
bill is so distastful to tlio Dcjke of Ar- 
OYL that ho has left the cabinet rather 
than be party to a great wrong on the 
holders of property. Par.vi^tt, has 
made n speech at Cork. He did not 
conceal his distruct and dissatisfaction 
with the first part of tlie bill; but from 
the second part ho anticipates import- 
ant results; but believes compuUoryi ex- 
propriation(i) of bad landlords would be 
far easier and a more eflectivo method of 
protecting tenants. He strongly de- 
nounced immigration, which he declar- 
ed was a scheme for clearing out small 
tenants whose courage and sacriticc had 
brou^ht^fh^ gu|^ti6n tb a point. 

THE LEGAL ADVISERSHTP. 

This is how tlie curious matter is 
said now to stand, The position of 
Legal Adviser to the Dominion gov- 
ernment was^ tendered Mr. Walmem 
more than a month ago. The posi- 
tion was unsought, and it was felt by 
him thai, o'wing,,,to.the very serious 
complications which'.exist between this 
government • and that of the Dominion; 
and owing, moreover, to thp. fact that 
he had in the House anathematized (in 
advance) any member of. the exeou 
tiro who might acfcpt any federal posi- 
tioOf it was felt by'hini' that^-Ve -could 
notjinjuBtipe either tp himself^ or the, 
province, accept the kind offer.

and Mr. WAtKEk'ia'ljnpti and does not 
expect to be LegsJ Adviser.

Prom tho North. 

Tlio Btcamer Grappler, Capt. Moyer, 
iirrived yesterday afternoon from Kaas 
river and way porta. Eomarkably fiiio 
weather was e.xperieiiced during the 
whdlo trip. 

On the Naas river about 200 canoes >voro 
liii.sj' catching oolaclians, but so far the 
run has btien light. The Xaas River Fish- 
ing Co. aro making very .active prepara- 
tions for the spring catch of salmpii. On 
tlio Skeena the Windsor and Inverness 
Cunning Companies have boon and aro 
liusily engaged in getting ready for a 
he.ivy nea.son's work. Their preparations 
aro now nearly complete for the fiah, 
which are oxpncted early in May. 

Rev. Mr. Green, Methodist missionary 
on Nrhs wimt &nd Mrs. Callahan, like- 
wise from Kaas, came down as passen- 
gers; also 23 Indians from Skeena and 
Alert Bn.y. Seventy-five barrels of sal- 
mon came down for Findlay, Durham it 
Brodie, 140 ship timbers for C.tpt. War- 
ren & Co. and 3 packages furs. 

The steamer Otter was expected at 
Williscraft's saw mill on Thursday last, 
the day after the Grappler passed. She 
had about 20 thousand feet of yellow ced- 
ar lumber to take on board for Victoria. 
After that she had lumber to take in at 
Methlakatlah for Fort Rupert where a 
new Church of England mission is being 
established. She will probably bo down 
this evening or to-morroW. 

Deputation.— Yesterday two notable 
Indian chiefs named "Chief of the Moun- 
tain " and Charles Russ came down on 
the steamer G r.tppler to consult with the 
Indian department in tiiis city. These 
chiefs, one of them a fine looking, burly, 
well educated, young follow, roprosont 
Greenville, Ivans, Kincolith and other 
districts in the far north. The subject 
of the conference to be held to-day or to- 
morrow Booms to be tlio right of the major- 
ity to rule in tho villages on the Naaa and 
and Skoena. It appears that when the 
heathen Indians are in the majority they 
through their ooundl 'rule the village in 
which they reside. On tho other hand 
tho Christian Indians where they aro the 
more nuniorous claim the same privilege, 
and thisprinciplehas been carriedout over 
a vast extent of country. Through this ma- 
jority rule a dispute lias arisen and the 
interposition of Mr. Croasdaile, J P., was 
uaked for. After a consultation with the 
Methodist missionary. Rev. Mr. Green, 
it was decided to rtifer tho matter in dis- 
pute to tho Indian authorities liere for ad- 
judication. A vast number of Indians 
saw their representatives on board the 
steamer, there being some 4000 of them 
congregated on the Naaa for oolachan fish- 
ing. 

IscitEASiNO Traffic. — On Wudnesd.iy 
last the aouth-bound train from Tacoma 
entered Kalama crowded with passengers 
— the passenger coach containing about 
60. Both the passenger and freight traf- 
fic is largely increasing, and if the former 
continues to increase another coach will 
have to be added to each train before tho 
middle of the summer. Tho new schedule 
which went into operation March 22nd, 
provided for additional freight hauling 
facilities— that is, trains for freight ex- 
clusively, and disencumbering the passen- 
ger train.?, thus enabling them to make 
schedule time. The passenger trains now

He might state those v.eru 
the highest figures that their noto cir- 
culation had hitherto attained. After re- 
viewing the transactions for the half-year 
the chairman said that yielding to a senti- 
ment expressed at the last meeting tho direc- 
tors' fees had been reduced from £1600 
to £1000 per annum.

SEVERAL AMUSING ENCOUNTERS. 

New Youk, March 27. — The Ifernld'a 
London cable says: — The Lawson La- 
bouchere case attracted considerablo at- 
tention during thi'' week, though most 
people are ratiier weary of tho public 
•cashing of these gentlemen's soiled 
linen. The facts of the trial are doubt- 
less familiar. Everybody had forgotten 
the aflair a year ago, and hoped it was 
buried, but it senns that Lawson is de- 
termined to ])ush the case to the bitter 
end, as Truth continued its attacks 
during the past year. The Court was 
crowded every .day, /apd many ladies 
were present. If tho contestants could 
charge for admittance like the long dis- 
tance walkers thoy would by this time 
have made a fortune. Lawson was 
supported by an army of wigged heads. 
Labouchero conducted his own case 
with marked ability, cross-examining, 
raising points of law, and opening the 
case with tho readiness and self-pos- 
se.ssion of tho most experienced prac- 
titioner. He seldom gets worsted. 
Ho takes blows with tho same equani- 
mity with which he delivers them. He 
twice bowled over the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice yesterday in the matter of classi- 
cal quotations. He is merciless in his 
attacks cpon opponents in tho witness 
box. He made

nn Lawson, who was perfectly cool and 
deliberate in his replies, and gave every 
response in a tone of sublimated hatred 
and contempt. Insult was answered with 
insult in tones that might have conveyed 
tho blandest compliments. Labouchero 
going too far on ono occasion, tho oppos- 
ing counsel protested. "I have no desire 
to insult Mr. Lawson," said Labouchero, 
whereupon Lord Coleridge said, " Then 
you have succeeded in doing what you 
did not intend," At this there was much 
laughter. Lawso* was examined about 
religious beliefs, politics, baby farming 
advertisements, about Mr. Gladstone, 
about tho circulation and the pro6t3 of 
tho Telegrajih, about eastern geography, 
editorial management, and a dozon other 
iiiuLloivi. Laviiiuii ocui'cJ uu uiio '.ii.i.a;iiuii, 
when ho described tho interview with 
Mr. Gladstone respecting tho Nogroponte 
corrcspi'ndonce, in which tho Telegraph 
accused Mr. Gladstone of inciting the 
Greeks to war, Lawson said:--" As I was 
saying ' Good bye ' I remarked that there 
were persons base enotigh (I was thinking 
of you at tho time) to attribute the course 
I was taking to sordid motives. As Mr. 
Lawson said, " I w.as thinking of you," he 
waved a glovo which ho carried in his 
hand at Labouchero. 

It was elicited during tho examination 
that tho Telegraph's circulation was 220,- 
000 ; its advertising produces £500 or 
£600 daily, its sales over £600, and that 
its paper mills, besides what they save to 
the pronrietors, are making a profit of 
£10,000" yearly. 

TUE ASSaULT. 

Regarding Lawson's assault on La- 
bouchero and tho subsequently declined 
duel, Labouchero made tlia witness wince 
with his imputations of cowardice in re- 
ference to his woman relatives who ad- 
vised him not tofi^'ht; but Laliouchero 
fully mot his match in Phillips fLawson's 
brother-in-law). This gentleman described 
Labouchere's appearance after the assault 
in front of tho club. Phillips said, "He 
looked as if he had been dining out and 
drinking too much, or as if ho had had 
his face slapped, and had boon rubbed 
against dusty places. 

Montague Williams, a well known Old 
Bailoy lawyer and club man, also proved 
himself Labouchere's equal when he said 
the reason why Lawson did not fight was 
because Mr. Arnold had said, "Did you 
agree with Arnold)" "No," said Wil- 
liams, "I would have shot you with great 
pleasure." Tho samo witness testified 
that he went to Labouchoro and said to 
him, "Why can't you leave the Levys 
alone 1 You know Lawson ? Well, you 
are making his life a misery to him." La- 
bouchero said, "I will never leave them, 
and when I die God Almighty will call 
me up and thank me for what I have 
done." 

KDWIN ARNOLD, 

editor of tho Telegraph and author of 
"Light of Asia," was tho next witness. 
Labouchero spoke of him as a newsmonger 
fanatic, while tho Chief Justice himself 
did his best to make things pleasant for 
witness by injecting remarks in the testi- 
mony such as "I have not read a liii0;^f 
the Telegraph for twentp years." "I 
don't believe its articles have any influ- 
ence." At this Ariio! .; meekly shook his 
head, and smiles p.assed over his scholarly 
face. Try as he would, Labouchoro 
could not put tho Light of Asia out. On 
tho contrary, he was himself scnrohed 
when he asked why Arnold had advised 
Lawson not to fight. Arnold replied, 
that "it was altogether out of the ques- 
tion that Lawaon should pit a life like 
his, with interests like his, against a lifo 
like yours." 

THE DEFENSE. 

Then followed Labouchere's brilliant 
opening, .and after that his witnesses were 
called. INIost of them swore that Labou 
chero showed no marks of Lawson's 
thrashing on tho night of tho assault or 
on tho day after. Mr. Gladstone and 
Edmund Yates wore the witnesses ycster- 
d.ay. It had been inferred from Lawson's 
testimony that ho and Mr. Gladstone 
were intimate frionds, and had almost 
wept at their differenoa of views on the 
Eastern Question. Mr. Gladstone f-how- 
ed, however, that this way of looking at 
their acquaintance was entirely confined 
to Lawson. Ho said tho \nst timo ho saw 
Lawson tho latter asked him for some 
tickets to an .address which ho was about 
to deliver at Eton. This caused consider- 
able laughter. Toward the end of the 
we^k every exertion was made to end the 
caso last night, but it was found impossi- 
ble to finish it until after Monday.

Tho Directors regret that the iloune oi .-Xssoiiibly liavo jiasscd a roaolution com- 
olotely rovorsing tho policy under which tho Hospital has boon for so many yoara 
not uiisuccossfully managed ; hitherto tbo Govcrnniont bavo boon content with hav- 
ing two Directora on tho Board, aiid us urulo these tJovernment Diroctors have boon 
active and u.scfiil incmbors, and liavo fully ansvrorod tho piirposos for which they wero 
placed on tho Boiird. 

Tho othur Directors aro tho notniucus of thu Side cribors. Tho proposed chmigo 
will bo detrimental to tho interests of those i'-r tvlunn a hospital is supported. Tho 
attention necessary to dotail.'i takes up a threat deal of timo, and to sapposo that work 
which is now performed oHiciontly by oi','lit guutloinen will be equally as well por- 
forniod by four is supposint; too much, tiiui tho inevitable result will bo a recurronce 
to tho worst evils of tbo past. Tlio intercii whicli the public now tako in tho insti- 
tution will, it is feared, gro:ttly k'-saon, and the ;iotivH' :ind friendly assistance givon by 
many will hardly bo o.\tcndoil to a purely (iovcrmin'iit institution. 

Tho Diroctors have again to express their thanks to Moasrs. Dunsniiiir and tho 
Tancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sooiotios and 
individuals who bavo goncrouslj' contributed to tho support of tbo institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital have boon ocotiomically inunagod, as will bo scon by 
tho amount of sufTorings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho eipondituro. 

In closint; this report the Director.s rcfjret that tho change introduced by tho 
Govurninont will prevent tlieni aoaiii olieruiL; then- .'iurvice.s, and from the appiioii-tioiia 
wliich have been received for a return of .sub-scriptinua and tho opinions expressed of 
tho change, thoy fear that the cloHiiiy of one of tho most useful institutions of tho 
Pruvinco will ultimately be tho result.

all possible kindness and consideration for the patients compatible with tho disciplino 
necessary in a public institution.
